March 28, 1919, at: Waterloo, and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. A 
few days after the trial one of the 
jurors, Daniel Davis, a farmer living 
near Waterloon, was adjud7ed in- 
Sane and sent to the asylum at Anna. 
This was used by Bundy’s lawyers in 
obtaining his release from the 
Southern Illimois penitentiary on a 
writ of supersedas issued by Justice 
Carter of the Illinois Supreme Court. 

The specific charge against Bundy 
was that he was in conspiracy to kill 
Detective Sergt. Coppedge and De- 
tective Woodley, who were fired on 
by a mob of negroes a few minutes 
before midnight, July 2. Coppedge 
was killed and Woodley fatally 
wounded.

OUR PAULTY SCHOOL ELECTIONS. 

The article in the Post-Dispatch by E. M. Grossman, | 
former counsel of the Board of Education, explains 
in detail the manner in which members of that body 
are now nominated and elected and also suggests | 
changes for ending existing evils. 

Women voters, who have already familiarized them- 
selves with the political machinery under which a 
long list of important offices were filled at the No- 
vember election, have a further lesson to learn prior 
to the school election. For that election, no analogy 
will be found in their experience with the choice of 
other officers. 

The present nondescript system of nomination and 
election is a survival of a plan created a quarter of a 
century ago for remedying a condition of partisan- 


‘ship and corruption on the School Board that had | 


become a scandal to the community. To prevent the | 
School Board places from continuing a subject of | 
party struggle, with successful candidates obligated 
to reward their supporters in the patronage currency 
of school appointments and contracts, it was agreed 
that but one School Board ticket should be put in the 
field and that the nominations thereon should be 
divided equally between the two parties. The weak-| 
ness of the plan lay in the impracticability of in- 

terposing effective opposition to a ticket containing | 
unacceptable candidates. | 

But for many years the plan gave excellent results. 
Even during a time memorable for municipal corrup- 
tion and almost open sale of city privileges, no one 
dared to lay impious hands on the School Board and 
the so-called “gentlemen’s agreement” was scrupn- 
lously kept by the most notorious machine bosses. 
When the direct primary was applied to other 
offices universally, no way of perpetuating the non- 
partisan school elections under its methods could be 
readily discerned and the old system of nomination 
was continued for these elections alone. The bien- 
nial gatherings for selecting each party’s appor- 
tionment of candidates on the joint ticket is, accord- 
ingly, the sole survivor of the convention system in 
St. Louis. 

This having meant that John Schmoll and Lawler 
Daly virtually selected the ticket for some years |

He it was who chiefly brought about the fed- 
eralization of the Rocky Mountain National 
Park. He thinks bureaucracy is impairing 
the function of our national parks, and that is 
also the opinion of the National Parks Asso- 
clation, an organization which has recently 
sprung up in defense of the parks. Enos does 
not know what we can devise as an improve- 
ment upon bureau management of the parks. 
He has not made up his mind how it is to be 
one. He only foresees the inevitable conse- 
quences of bureau management, some of which 
are already setting in. These are not particu- 
larly the fault of men at the head of the park 
service. They are more often the faults of the 
bureau system. It would be a phenomenon in 
human nature if such a systenr did not work 
harm .to the parks. What a paragon of re- 
Straint one would be at the head of the park 
service if one exercised but a part of the almost 
absolute power that is his! We cannot expect 
so much of human nature. If one’s powers are 
autocratic, one becomes an autocrat. Our ten- 
dency to government by bureau alarms us all.

TUBERCULOSIS IN AMERICA.

VERY year 150,000 Americans die of tu- 

berculosis, and about 1,000,000 more drag out 
wretched lives avoiding death from it. In Amer- 
ica tuberculosis is fatal to one person out of 
every eight it infects. And this loss is borne where 
the burden is heaviest, since people are afflicted 
with tuberculosfs in inverse ratio to their income 
tax and the size of the house they live in. It is 
a vicious circle of poverty that breeds disease and 
disease that breeds poverty, against which Amer- 
ica has on the whole fought a winning fight. So 
had Germany until the war—now her doctors eay 
the fight will have to begin all over again.
